WAR REMINISCENCES. 


General Sheridan and HTieant Hull— 


Sheridan'* 8|««cU at Milwitukee. 


A visit from Norman S. Bull, clurk of 


the circuit court for Crawford county, 
reminded me of a war incident wall worth 
telling. At the battle of the Wilderness, 
In 1804, Sergeant Bull was shut In the 
face, the bullet passing from one cheek to 
tho other, tearing off bis upper jaw, or so 
nearly that It hung by a brittle thread, 
aa It were. Ho walked off the field and 
m due time brought up at a Wasblngon 
hospital, remaining there until Septem- 
ber, or four months, when ho returned to 
bin regiment for duty. A silver plate 
had been adjusted to take the place of the 
upper jaw. but It was piiinftil and worked 
but poorly. Captain Thomas Kerr, later 
tho lieutenant colonel, was commanding 
tho regiment, and be said to Bull: "For 
the love of nil that's good, .Sergeant Bull, 
what are you back here for?" 


"Ob, I came back to go on duty, cap- 


tain." Then a happy thought struck the 
captain, and he asked: "Look here, hew 
would you like to be division commissary 
gergcantV You 
would have plenty of 


,lmu there to soak your hard bread and to 
cook pancakes." 


"I guess I'd like that. Canyon get It 


for nieV"

Then Captain Keir rode over to brigade 


londquartors and proceeded to business 
after this fashion:

As ynu know his mouth Is all shot to 
pieces; ho can't tear cartridges any more, 
md to eat hnrdtuck 1» out of the ques- 
tion. 
Can you get him in as commissary

Tho general squinted, after his fashion

man would have come hack in his condi- 
tion.

by Captain Thomas Korr, commanding 
the regiment, requesting that Sergeant 
Norman 8.

ance of the war, or up to Gravelly Kun, 
as an officer.

Ho was 
shot live times, and throe of tho wounds 
were serious ones. Those in Ills fai'o made 
him a great nufTcror for eighteen years 
iiiul required so much attention, so much 
medical skill, that It 'isod up nearly every 
thing he had It oust tho lieutenant Rome- 
thing to keep Old (ilory in the breive, but 
ho says that If be "hud a thousand lives
